A FEW IRIS POINTERS 


If plant Iris late in fall, then cover 
plants with brush, cornstalks, tomato 
vines, excelsior, or any coarse material 
until early spring. This is to prevent 
alternate freezing and thawing in winter. 
No protection after first winter needed in 
our section. 


Remove covering early in spring. Am 





. told that protection is often given on old 


as well as young plants in the Mississippi 
Valley and farther east. Straw, hay, ex- 
celsior, corn stalks, brush, etc., are used. 
Avoid too much covering right on top 
of the plants. 


I usually protect my late Iris plantings 
simply by thrpwing a ridge of soil over 
the rows with a small hand plow, shovel 
or hoe, covering everything. In this case 
I cut the tops back nearly to the rhizomes, 
planting more like bulbs than _ plants. 
Very important to pack soil firmly about 
the roots and see that they enter the 
winter in the soil not dried out, though 
much moisture not needed or desirable. 
Level the soil early in spring.

For years flower bulbs and roots have been 
carried by the Railway Express Agency at sec- 
ond class rates. 


That was fine. But NOW even that special 
lower rate has been reduced still more. 


Seems too good to be true, but is true. With 
reservations. As I understand it, this new 
rate, known as Commodity Rate, applies to 
all states east of Montana, Wyoming, Colorado, 
New Mexico, plus a narrow strip along east 
side of New Mexico, extending as far west as 
Roswell. 


I’m talking about shipments from Boulder, 
Colorado, but understand these rates apply on 
shipments in any part of the U. S. A. east of 
states named. 


Just why the new low rates apply to the 
east and not to west of Boulder, I do not know. 
Maybe because it is a down hill pull from 
Boulder east, whereas, going west it is an up 
hill pull over the Rockies. (Of course my 
theory won’t hold water, but sounds a bit logi- 
cal, anyway.) 

As you know, parcel post renders wonderful 
service and at reasonable rates. Is especially 
helpful within the first few zones, and for light 
packages in any zone. Parcel post rates are 
the same for all or nearly all, classes of goods, 
for packages over 8 ounces, as I understand it.
